Three score years and ten, yea, perhaps 
even more have passed since first light 
struck upon the countenance of the subject 
of this story. Since that day almost count- 
less achievements have been wrought by the 
hand of man. A nation has been established 
and a fine civilization extended across the 
great plains, over the mountains, and down 
the western slopes to the sea, where peace- 
ful, happy homes point their gables heaven- 
ward beckoning good will ana the blessings 
of an all wise Creator and Protector. 

“God’s country,” to be sure, this beauti- 
ful and wondertul country called Washing- 
ton state refuge and habitat of our pioneer 
friend who loves the hills, the deep canyons, 
the woods and the creatures nature sent 
along to play upon the carpets of grass and 
leaves in the woodlands and over the rocky 
crags where sparser foilage grows. 

Hoping that his experience might serve 
as a guide to some soul seeking a new in- 
spiration this splendid personage kindly 
consented to supply a few bits ot his life’s 
history that they might be run through our 
loom and be woven into an appeal that 
should find root and prosper as in the heart 
of another as in his own case. This am- 
bitious youngster was born in New York. 
Finished his education in his Junior year at 
Hiram College, Ohio. Spent the year of ’79 
on the Bronson & Henry sheep ranch near 
Abilene, Kansas. While the wooly little crea- 
tures might not have created within his 
bosom any particular desire to own a flock, 
at that time, the seed was sown that later 
in life did bear fruit. As a field engineer 
this young man spent six years in Hondur- 
as in far off Central America, returning to 
the States he followed his profession for 
four years throughout Kansas. Oregon and 
Washington. He arrived in Gray’s Harbor, 
in May, 1890, with the railway survey. 
Shortly after this he quit railroading and 
went into the land and timber cruising busi- 
ness. 

Later he was sent to Humptulips river 
valley to look after and sell the lands, a 
part of which he now owns as his ranch. 


This was shortly after Washington had been ~ 


admitted as a state. The Humptulips coun- 
try is a beautiful area, consisting of moun- 
tains, rugged steeps, valleys, creeks and 
splendid timber, some of which has_ been 
cleared and in its stead is to be found rich 
pasture lands where cattle and sheep thrive 
wonderfully well. Here on the south slopes 
of the Olympic mountain range and to the 
south of the vast Olympic Forest Preserve 
came this pioneer with his fortune which 
consisted of about $300.00 in cash, a wife 
and a baby in 1890, where he found this 
land just as nature had made it. He thought 
it was the most beautiful spot he had ever 
seen and wanted some of it so every time 
he was able to save a hundred dollars he 
bought all the land he could make the first 
payment on. Beside purchasing what he 


could of these fine acres for himself he act- 
ed as purchasing agent for some large cor- 
porations which helped to make more money 
with which to purchase more land for him- 
self. He hired 100 acres slashed and it was 
good bottom land. 

Fifteen years ago 75 head of just plain 


ordinary sheep were bought and placed up- 
on this land. Through the use of good reg- 
istered rams the flock was developed until 
now as the result of careful selection and 
good care he has one of the best small 
tlocks to be found anywhere. The iast lamb 
crop scored 140 per cent and the wool clip 
went to market at thirteen and one-half 
cents per pound. The earlier sheep train- 
ing in Kansas no doubt had its influence in 
establishing this fine flock and developing 
it to such a high state. 

Some ten or a dozen years ago the pas- 
tures had developed until this lover of good 
live stock concluded that he would go into 
the cattle business with a few good cows. 
The first purchase consisted of a dozen 
grade Aberdeen-Angus that were mated 
with a registered bull who unfortunately 
was not familiar with railroading and neg- 
lected to “clear the track” at the approach 
of the first engine he had ever seen. His 
career in the Humptulips valley was brief. 

To use the words of Mr. O. P. Burrows 
himself, for he is the gentleman we have 
been trying to tell about, will perhaps be 
best from here on. “Then I looked around”

$530 for Champion 


Sr. Joe ) ee Wins om All Freed 


One of the big events in Missouri history 
each year is the St. Joseph Inter-State Baby 
Beef and Pig Club Show and Sale. This year 
was no exception. Someone has kindly sup- 
plied this clipping telling the whole story 
except that it does not say where the item 
appeared. Nodaway county did her share as 
usual. Seventeen-year-old Max Wray of 
Hopkins certainly went home a happy Lad. 
Through the courtesy of this friend the 
Journal is able to present the following 
story: 

Having the grand champion baby beef of 
the 1927 St. Joseph Inter-state Baby Beef 
and Pig show means more than just win- 
ning a blue ribbon. At least Max Wray, 17 
years old, of Hopkins, Nodaway county, 
Mo., thought so Thursday, the closing day 
of the show, when his baby beef champion, 
an Aberdeen-Angus, weighing 1,060 pounds, 
sold at $50 a hundredweight to True Davis, 
for the Anchor Serum company, a total 
sales price of $530. The price by hundred- 
weight equaled that paid for last year’s 
winner, also an Aberdeen-Angus. 

Eugene Espey, also from Maryville, re- 
ceived $27 a hundredweight from Swift & 
Company for his Shorthorn, the best of that 
breed shown, and also the reserve champion 
of the show. 

The grand champion barrow of the pig 
show, owned by Kenneth Evans, also from 
Maryville, a Duroc Jersey weighing 280 
pounds, was purchased by E. K. Corrigan, 
an order buyer, for $21.50, which was nearly 
double the top price paid for pigs on the 


St. Joseph market Thursday. It was also 
$4.50 better a hundredweight than that ob- 
tained by the owner of last year’s pig cham- 
pion. 

Altogether 249 baby beeves and 342 hogs 
were auctioned Thursday, under the direc- 
tion of Roy Johnson, auctioneer of Kansas 
City. Last year’s figures were 387 beeves 
and 181 hogs. 

Prices paid for the beeves ranged for the 
most part between $14 and $18, a few sell- 
ing above the higher figure and only four 
or five below the lower one. Most of the 
pigs sold for about $11.50, except the prize 
winners, which of course received more fav- 
orable bids. 

For many of the boys and girls there was 
an anti-climax to the show. It was well 
enough to receive ribbons and to hear the 
bidders fighting for the calf or pig but 
when the time for the final parting came, 
many, especially the younger boys and girls, 
were in tears. 

Even the calves seemed affected by the 
parting. Most of them had been farm pets 
and never before had felt the crack of the 
lash or been rushed about, until Thursday 
afternoon when they were being driven to 
the pens after the sales.

Strong Show fr Adlanta 
Creoreia Fk air H onored with Pp resence of Pour Herds 


Its a short jump from Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, to Atlanta, Georgia. The former city 
having been treated to a real Aberdeen-An- 
gus show the latter was destined to be serv- 
ed likewise. However there was as usual 
to be some shakeup in the list of contend- 
ers. When the Southeastern Fair Associa- 
tion opened its gates October first for a 
week stand showing it found four fine herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle awaiting admis- 
sion to the cattle barns. 

Chas. W. Shipton, of Green Mountain, 
Iowa; H. A. Thompson, of Cortland, Indi- 
ana; and C. R. Harmon, of Lebanon, Ken- 
tucky, had shipped over from Birmingham 
to help put on a big show for the Georgians. 
The other three herds showing at Birming- 
ham had retired and in their stead Dr. J. I. 
Huggins, of Dandridge, Tennessee, had 
brought down a fine string with which to 
worry the boys and sort of make them won- 
der what would happen when time came to 
line up in the show ring. 

The aged bull class sort of upset the boys 
who had shipped over together from the 
West for when the judge nodded his con- 
sent to place ribbons it found Huggins’ 
French Broad Farms entry at the top. This 
bull Perinthian of F. B. is a worthy descend- 
ant of a strong going clan of Doddies with 
a rather prominent show record behind 
them. He was good enough to lead over 
Shipton’s massive bull Ermit that has been 
winning so regularly this season. Thomp- 
son and Harmon stood in the same relative 
positions as the week before. 

In the two year old division Harmon of 
Kentucky scored first with Protine H. while 
Thompson placed Keen Lad second and 
French Broad Farms took the last order. In 

the next class Thompson placed his good 
bull Elmore Echo at the top as usual and 
another in fourth place with Shipton and 
French Broad placing second and third in 
between. This was a good class too. When 
it came to looking over the three candidates 
for senior championship the aged bull seem- 
ed to have much the edge on the claim and 
was announced as the senior champion. 


The junior bulls supplied some very 
strong classes. The first class placed four 
fine young bulls with Harmon’s Pride’s Bar- 
abas at the top, Shipton’s Eileenmere 16th 
at second place and French Broad holding 
both third and fourth places. The summer 
calf class placed three with a very strong 
specimen at the top. This was Pridecap of 

» a really outstanding individual, so 
much so that he was made junior champion. 


Because of his age the youngster lost in the 
finals to the aged bull Perinthian of F. B. 
who annexed the grand championship pur- 
ple. There were four baby bulls placed and 
they were an extra nice group in which the 
placings were the same as the week before 
except that French Broad Farms drew the 
last ticket here. It will be noticed that 
French Broad proved exceptionally strong 
in bulls and succeeded in holding all the

purples in that division. The three bull 
group also went to this same owner, Dr. 
Huggins. 

When it came to the females, the Indiana 
exhibitor, H. A. Thompson took the cake for 
he scarcely allowed anyone to get a nibble. 
With Shipton’s cow Erica Energy 15th win- 
ner the week earlier not showing Thomp- 
son’s cow Eloise of Rosenberry won the ag- 
ed class. Huggins placed Blackbird Lass 
second between the two Thompson cows and 
Harmon placed Pride Peritus last. In the 
two year olds the Huggins entry Pericap of 
F. B. was good enough to separate the two 
that stood first and second at Birmingham 
—Blackbird Betty 2d winning for Thompson 
and Ruth Marie holding third for Harmon 
with a second entry from French Broad at 
fourth. 

In the next class Thompson was strong 
with a pair that stood together at the top, 
Blackbird Beauty T. first and Erinie T. 2d 
next while Shipton won third with Erora 
4th and French Broad Farms stood fourth 
with Pridine of F. B. 

In the junior classes there were some 


mighty fine showings. Harmon placed his 
good heifer Blackbird Blooney at the top 
and Shipton went second with Blackcap 
Shipton, and French Broad Farms forced 
Thompson’s heifer Envito 2d of Wayside in- 
to fourth position with their nice heifer 
Blackbird Missie. The summer class placed 
four head. So far Thompson had lost one 
blue, and he came back strong in this class, 
captured the blue with Blackbird Bettie T. 
2d, thus defeating Shipton’s winner of last 
week, Eline Energy 2d. Third and fourth 
both went to Harmon with a couple of good 
ones. The heifer calf class was headed by 
the former winning Elba Elmore shown by 
Thompson, she was followed by Harmon’s 
heifer Blackbird Bedelia and then Shipton’s 
heifer Energy’s Blackrose. French Broad 
Farms placed fourth with Petunia 4th of 
F. B. This little Elba miss was good enough 
to be made junior champion. The grand 
championship going to the aged cow Eloise 
of Rosenberry. 

Some of the finest groupings of the sea- 
son were brought forward in this show. 
Surely Atlanta got her money’s worth this 
season when it came to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus showing. It was a fine thing to make 
this good showing because there is quite an 
awakening to the value of good Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle to follow in the wake of the 
tick—where cattle will now have an oppor- 
tunity to thrive and respond to kindly treat- 
ment.

The Marshall County Fair was held Sep- 
tember tenth to sixteenth. Fair weather 
with general good crowds prevailed, though 
the intense heat of the week may have cur- 
tailed attendance somewhat. 

All pens in the swine and sheep barns 
were filled with entries in nearly all the dif- 
ferent breeds, also stalls in cattle barns 
were filled to capacity. However, the cen- 
ter of attraction each year in the live stock 
exhibits is the show and sale of the baby 
beef calves, entered in the boys and girls 
feeding contest, under the direction of coun- 
ty agent, Harley Walker. 

In the Shorthorn division there were 
twenty-five entries, with first place going 
to the great calf fed by Floyd Templeton. 
This calf also won his class at the State 
Fair at Des Moines. Many thought he 
should have been champion Shorthorn at 
Des Moines because of his superior finish. 
Second place in this class was won by Em- 
ma Goecke, a little lady who always feeds 
well. Third to Velma Packer, another who 
knows how to feed. 

With twenty calves shown in the Here- 
ford division, Clarence Goecke won first, 
Cecil Benson second and Marcella Neuroth 
third. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus division, with 
thirty calves, Keith Collins won first with 
the calf that was reserve Aberdeen-Angus 
champion at Des Moines. Harold Dannen 
was second, and Elmer Goecke third. To 
the Aberdeen-Angus enthusiasts, the high 
spot of the show came when Judge R. S. 
Stephenson of Ames placed the Grand 
Champion ribbon on the Keith Collins Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer. The Shorthorn was re- 
serve and a worthy competitor. In compar- 
ing the two steers Judge Stephenson stated 
that the Aberdeen-Angus carried more 
depth and was covered more fully from end 
to end, though not so mellow as the Short- 
horn. A very close decision. 

After the judging, former county agent 
W. A. Buchanan, (who is the father of the 
Marshall County Baby Beef Club), treated 
all members of the club, together with their 
parents to ice cream, served in the judging 
tent. 

The day following the judging is the cli- 
max of the club activities. This is sale day 
and on the outcome of the sale depends, in 
a large part the financial reward for the 
boys and girls. This year’s sale was per- 
haps one of the best ever held. The seven- 
ty-five calves sold for an average of $15.80 
with a top of $22.75 for the first prize 
Shorthorn calf. This calf was bought by 
Dick Avery, a butcher at Montour, Iowa, 
and was slaughtered and sold by him from 
his market at that place. The contending 
bidder on this calf was S. R. Mielson, the 
butcher at Union, Iowa, who later bought 
a calf in the sale to supply his local trade. 
I think a word of thanks is due to these 
men for the support given the Marshall 
County sale, when both towns are in ad- 
joining counties, Tama and Hardin respect- 
ively. 

Henry Hartwig, of State Center, was an- 
other local buyer, who has always support- 
ed the sales. The packer buyers represent- 


ed Sinclair of Cedar Rapids; Morrell & Co., 
of Ottumwa; Iowa Packing Co., of Des 
Moines; and Armour & Co., of Sioux City. 


You may know that with this competition it 
was a snappy sale. 

The champion Aberdeen-Angus calf and 
the second prize Aberdeen-Angus calf were 
not sold, but will be carried on for the In- 
ternational. Also, the fifth prize Aberdeen- 
Angus was bought to carry on for this 
show. 

The third prize Hereford, fed by Marcella 
Neuroth was purchased by Pres. Don Mc- 
Lean, of the Marshall County Farm Bureau, 
and has since been served at two banquets. 
The first of these was given for all the 
Four H Club boys and girls in the county 
together with their parents. Over two hun- 
dred were present and enjoyed a wonderful 
two course dinner at which everyone voted 
that the Hereford calf being served was 
champion of the show. During the meal a 
program of Community singing, orchestra 
numbers, vocal and violin solos was enjoyed 
by all. 

After the tables had been cleared, Toast- 
master Don McLean called for responses 
from former President Howard Packer and 
former County Agent W. A. Buchanan. Ber- 
tha Soules speaking for the girls of the club 
and Lawrence Aves for the boys, spoke 
briefly when introduced. Two speakers from 
out of the county were on the program. 
First came Mrs. Marguerite Cook, editor of 
the “Aunt Elizabeth page in the Iowa 
Homestead. She is not only a charming 
lady to meet, but speaks fluently and with 
delightful sincerity. I feel sure that all 
present will feel that they know Aunt Eliz- 
abeth hereafter.

How it Happened 


JOHN BURNS Played Prominent Part | 


Washington Prideman 2nd, an exception- 
ally thick fleshed junior yearling Aberdeen- 
Angus calf, was made Grand Champion 
steer at the Pacific International Live Stock 
Exposition. This 1260 pound calf is consid- 
ered to be the best Aberdeen-Angus steer 
produced at the State College in recent 
years. His exceptionally thick covering of 
smooth flesh, his excellent hind quarters, 
and his general smoothness made him quite 
an attractive calif before show time. He 
was calved March 19, 1926, at the State 
College barns, and has received the undivid- 
ed attention of Mr. John Burns, the College 
herdsman, from birth. This calf was sired 
by Prideman C. B. 22nd, a bull who was 
sold by Congdon & Battles recently and 
shipped to the Hawaiian Islands. His dam 
is Queen of Northwest 2nd. Mr. Burns re- 
ported that during several months past this 
calf has made gains slightly in excess of 
100 pounds a month. There was nothing 
mysterious about the feeding of this calf. 
He was full fed a grain mixture consist- 
ing of 5 parts oats, 3 parts barley, 4 parts 
mill run, 1 part oil meal, and one of peas. 
In addition some boiled barley was fed 


sweetened with Hawaiian cane molasses. 
The roughage consisted of one part cut al- 
falfa hay and 3 of sunflower silage. Be- 
sides this feed the calf was given a nurse 
cow throughout the entire fitting period.

The Virginia State Fair held at Richmond 
during the week beginning October 3d in 
the heart of a great beef cattle ey, 
caters to the various breeds of beef cattle 
as but few Eastern and Southern shows do. 
Shorthorns were strong, with ten full herds 
Herefords were next with eight herds and 
Aberdeen-Angus with three herds. Only 
three or four years ago the Aberdeen-Angus 
outnumbered either one of- the other breeds. 

With the demand for good Aberdeen-An- 
gus in Virginia this show should have been 
patronized more liberally by our breeders. 
Next year the Doddie exhibitors should see 
to it that our breed is represented by six or 
eight good herds. Virginia it must be re- 
membered is a great beef cattle country and 
there are within her borders a great lot of 
good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. In fact the 
breed has been considered a general favorite 
in that state for several years, and the 
Journal is serious in its admonition to 
breeders to look well after that section of 
the country next year. 

There was nothing the matter with the 
quality of the show made by Schmuecker & 
Sons, of Iowa, Briarcliff Farms, of New 
York and V. P. I. of Virginia, for they sent 
forward good cattle and the competition 
was strong in all classes but the breed 
would have prospered in that good cattle 
section if the Aberdeen-Angus stalls had 
been more completely filled. 

Uncle David Fyffe of Ohio University 
found a lot of good material to work with. 
Perhaps one of the most interesting classes 
was the two junior yearling bulls shown by 
Briarcliff. This interest is chiefly centered 
in the placing of the two as they have been 
tussleing all season for first honors, this 
time Briarcliff Pedro went up, and thus tied 
his score with Briarcliff Marshall, making 
the tally three all. 

In the fat steers by breeds some “clink- 
ers” were brought out. Celesta Schmuecker 
of Iowa proved mistress of the situation 


when her calf Bandolier’s Marvel was made 
grand champion and her group of three 
steers also headed the list. Thus bringing 
added laurels to the Bonnie Blacks. One of 
the good breeders was heard to remark 
that he would like to see more good Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle at the Richmond show 
next year and he said he believed the Vir- 
ginia State Fair Association would appre- 
ciate a real strong showing for the folks 
down there sure like good cattle.

The cattle situation from a pure bred standpoint, and e 
ially at it appears to those who have cast their lot with the Bonnie 
Blacks has completely about faced during this very brief senate 
time. From a seller’s market to a buyer’s market in the feeder 
business is a transition that means everything to the pure vee 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder—grower of beef for market or high el 
cattle for the breeding pens as the case may be. The opportunity 
of a generation is at hand. Foundation herds in all probabilit 
will not be laid fast enough, nor in such proportion as to make the 
business unstable or undesirable as a business for many years to 
come. It takes time to replace the depleted breeding herds of the 
country. The demand is for Aberdeen-Angus steers. What are 
we to do about it? Who is to supply that demand? 

Other breeds are securely entrenched upon the ranges and the 
battle for a place in the sun for the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the 
great Southwest calls for the best thought, indeed the exercise of 
the best talent now supporting our beloved Doddies if we are to 
realize in the fullest sense our aspirations. Deflation—that dread 
disease against which no vaccine seemed of moment has run its 
course. And now, in the dawning of a new day when cattle should 
roam those countless acres another serious obstacle presents itself, 
The sod is turned, agriculture in claiming vast expanses of this 
rich country is breaking up a few extensive herds of Blacks that 
once claimed Texas, and her neighboring states as their own. Will 
these small bands of Black cattle dissolve and disappear from the 
ranges or will each band in itself be strong enough to form the 
nucleus for a bigger and better herd? Which will it be? One or 
the other thing must transpire and that right soon. 

As the Journal senses the situation this is no time for passive 
existence.

Dials Phe — and Best in Many Vw 


Once more the Journal is delighted to ap- 
pear with a full and complete list of the 
detailed winnings at one of America’s lead- 
ing Live Stock Shows scarcely before the 
doors of that institution have closed to pub- 
lic admission. The 1927 American Royal 
was adelightful show. It was a big Aber- 
deen-Angus show. It was a show that 
breeders everywhere should talk about un- 
til another has come to renew and replenish 
the story with other promising features for 
the advancement of our fine breed of cattle 
in the great Southwest. The Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed staged a great come back at Kan- 
sas City this year, a thing that we may all 
well be proud to hurl across the countryside 
with enthusiasm and no little satisfaction. 

Three years ago it was most necessary to 
mount the high board walk, ten or a dozen 
feet above the pens below in order to de- 
tect a “Black” spot in the 
yards. This year the first 
thing to confront the visitor 
as he came-down to the yards 
from the show pavillion was 
a great Black blanket 
stretched out deep into the 
yards, not stingily but gener- 
ously. This blanket as_ it 
were was composed of finish- 
ed steers in carlot exhibits 
and feeder calves and year- 
lings in lots of hundreds in a 
group from various breeding 
plants. Last year the Post 
people sent along something 
like 1400 head of Aberdeen- 
Angus calves that set a pre- 
cedent at these yards for fast 
and high selling.- This year 
the calves came in smaller 
groups and from an increas- 
ed number of places, the 
larger lot perhaps being the 
consignment of 200 or better 
from the Benton ranch in 
Old Mexico which were 
shown under the manage- 
ment of Mr. N. W. Benton and Manager 
John Karr. These cattle sold at extremely 
high and satisfactory prices as will be noted 
elsewhere. 

It would seem the splendid treatment ac- 
corded the Aberdeen-Angus breeding herds 
in the way of quarters at this American 
Royal would prove conclusively that the 
show management appreciates the fine 
showing made. The Aberdeen-Angus were 
quartered on either side and practically the 
entire distance around beneath the pavillion 
seats on the main floor—lots of light and 
plenty of ventilation, first to come in view to 
those who entered the side door and first to 
confront visitors who came down the main 
front stairs to the main floor and before 
they could pass to any other part of the 
building. The only unpleasant feature, and 
one that can not well be avoided, is the fact 
that the Aberdeen-Angus exhibits were sep- 
arated. Our boys are a sociable set and 
they do enjoy assembling their cattle in 
solid formation whenever possible. 

Unlike last year even, visitors tarried 
about the Aberdeen-Angus aisles to gather 
information as to prices and many pried 
deeply into the mystic secrets of breeding, 


all apparently with a view toward securing 
seed stock for future herds. A number of 
very good sales were echoed around those 
concrete halls. I say good because the cat- 
tle sold at a price that represented a fine 
profit to their owners and producers and 
yet at a price that the buyer can be assured 
that like care and consideration for their 
newly acquired beasts will bring to them 
like remuneration—a decidedly healthy con- 
dition. 

Of course those who foster the breeding 
and showing of the Bonnie Blacks scarcely 
expect ever to be able to cope with the 
countless hordes of Whitefaces at the com- 
mand of Secretary Kinzer in charge of the 
Hereford division of the American Royal. 
Its a great show he puts on down there and 
to be accorded a look in on such an occa- 
sion might well be considered an_ honor.

The works of another In- 
ternational grand champion 
bull proved good in the next 
class when Black Marshall 
11th’s son, Enchanter Harri- 
son went up and later was 
made Junior champion.

It is not necessary 
to increase the weight of good stallions that 
are weighing from 2100 to 2500, or mares 
weighing from 1700 to 2000 but it is im- 
portant to raise the weight of the average 
farm work horse that will not average 1100 

unds. The only economical way to raise 
the average weight of farm horses is by 
the use of real draft stallions. Those who 
are called on to officiate as judges should 
have this thought firmly stamped upon their 
mind. The show ring is where the acid test 
is applied to individuality. The winners 
that are selected must be considered the 
ideal or the standard that the average rank-

ing file must use for their goal. If this is 
the case, shouldn’t real draft horses be plac- 
ed at the top regardless of breed? If judges 
are prone to place smaller, less draftier 
horses at the top, it will discourage breed- 
ing the big kind. Now we must have our 
pure breds possessing a lot of size and rug- 
gedness if they are to produce real draft 
horses when crossed with the average farm 
chunk. The quality of the Kansas City 
show was of the highest caliber and many 
of the leading breeders of the different 
breeds were present. 

_ The writer is sorry and disappointed that 
it will be impossible to give the awards up- 
on the Belgians, Shires and Clydes in this 
issue because they were not judged until 
late in the week and our date of publication 
is at hand but there would be plenty of com- 
petition and friendly rivalry because of the 
many outstanding animals on the grounds.

They stood first, third and fourth 
in the strong aged ring, University of Ne- 
braska coming in with their good moving 
stallion, for second place. The four-year- 
old class contained a lot of good ones; En- 
ticer, lowa State Fair champion from the 
Humbert stables, won first. He is a real 
draft horse possessing a lot of scale and 
good feet and legs. However, Maple Grove 
Cracker owned by J. O. Singmaster, Keota, 
lowa, furnished plenty of competition. He 
possesses a lot of Percheron type, scale and 
style and had the honor of being champion 
at Portland the week before. J. T. Schwalm 
won third on Francell 2nd. The blue in the 
three-year-old ring went to H. G. Eshel- 
man, Sedgwick, Kansas, on Glacis 4th, The 
Oklahoma A and M College stepped in sec- 
ond on Rusk. 

Nine very promising two-year-olds went 
to bat. Kansan, owned by J. J. Moxley, 
Manhattan, Kansas, was selected for top. 
The Humbert entry, Colonel Egotist, placed 
second. This colt was lacking a little in 
condition but possessed good underpinning. 
The placing of this class as a whole caused 
considerable comment from the sideline. 
Some of the horses that were left out of the 
money seemed to have some supporters. It 
was a rather hard class for the judge to 
find a beginning or an end. Humbert and 
Singmaster placed first and second in the 
yearling class and Moxley again captured 
the blue on his stallion Foal. The fight for 
championship came between Cronwell Egot 
and Enticer, stall mates from the Humbert 
barns. Cronwell Egot was given the pref- 
erence but it is rather difficult to know just 
why because both of them are outstanding 
stallions and possess nearly the same qual- 
ities. Kansas 2nd., the outstanding foal 
was made junior champion. 

The mare classes while not so large, were 
full of good individuals. The aged mare 
class was won by W. W. Waters, Iowa City, 
Iowa on Martha. This mare possesses scale 
which is seldom seen in Percheron mares; 
large feet with wide heels and a lot of bone. 
The next three mare classes were won by 
J. O. Singmaster, Keota, Iowa. Singmast- 
er’s firm is one of the oldest and best known 
breeding establishments in America. Their 
Percherons possess type and scale which is 
easy to recognize and has produced some of 
the most outstanding individuals in Perch- 
eron history. The yearling class was head- 
ed by two outstanding fillies and the blue 
was hung on Maple Leaf Lady owned by H. 
G. Eshelman, Sedgwick, Kansas. This little 
lady was carrying a lot of bloom, scale, 
bone and quality. Her rival was Maple 
Grove Helen owned by Singmaster, a filly 
that gives a lot of promise but was slight- 
ly outclassed by her rival. Junior champion 
honor went to Singmaster on the outstand- 
ing two-year-old Maple Grove Lagoceo a 
filly that was weighing nearly a ton and 
possessing a lot of character. Senior cham- 
pionship was won by Martha owned by W. 
W. Waters, Iowa City. This big rugged 
mare has carried this honor eight times be- 
fore this year.

Thanksgiving. 

The first Thanksgiving in America was 
held by the Pilgrims in 1621. The winter 
following the landing of the Mayflower had 
been extremely severe. A few over half of 
these worthy people had survived the pri- 
vation and disease. When Spring opened 
the remaining ones with faith and zeal 
planted their crop. Nature was very lavish 
in her gift of a harvest and after it had 
been gathered and stored these thrifty, 
tranquil Pilgrims set apart a week in which 
to rejoice and give thanks for this bount- 
eous harvest. In Mount’s Relation is the 
following account of the first Thanksgiving 
in America: “Our harvest being gotten in, 
our Governour sent foure men on fowling, 
that so we might after a more special man- 
ner rejoyce together, after we had gathered 
the fruit of our labours, they foure in one 
day killed as much fowle, as with a little 
help beside, served the company almost a 
weeke, at which time amongst other recrea- 
tions, we exercised our armes, many of the 
Indians coming amongst us, and amongst 
the rest their greatest King Massasoyt, with 
some ninety men, whom for three days we 
entertained and feasted, and they went out 
and killed five Deere, which they brought 
to the Plantation and bestowed on our Gov- 
ernour, and upon the Captaine (Standish) 
and others. And although it be not always 
so plentifull, as it was at this time with us, 
yet by the goodnesse of God, we are so 
farre from want, that we often wish you 
partakers of our plentie. 

It was thus that Thanksgiving was first 
celebrated in America. The idea of a har- 
vest festival was not original with the Pil- 
grims. It traces back through the ages to 
the days of the Canaanites. In the book of 
Judges we read—“And they went out into 
the field, and gathered their vineyards, and 
trade the grapes and held festival, and went 
into the house of their gods and did eat and 
drink.” Later the Hebrews celebrated the 
Feast of the Tabernacles wherein there was 
a week of rejoicing and thanksgiving. The 
harvest festival of the Hebrews occurred at 
the same time of year as does our own 
Thanksgiving. 

The first Thanksgiving proclamation is- 
sued was ordered by a council held at 
paatlestown, June 20, 1676 and read as fol- 

S: 

_ The holy God having by a long and cor- 
tinued series of his afflictive dispensations 
in and by the present Warr with the Heath- 
en Natives of this Land, written and 
brought to pass bitter things against his 
own covenant people in this wilderness, yet 
so that we evidently discern in the midst 
of his judgments he hath remembered 
mercy, having remembered his footstool in 


the day of his fore displeasure against us 
for our sins, with many singular Intima- 
tions of his Fatherly compassion, and re- 
gard: reserving many of our towns from 
Desolation Threatened, and attempted by 
the Enemy, and giving us especially of late 
with our Confederates many signal advant- 
ages against them, without such disadvant- 
ages to our selves as formerly we have been 
sensible of, if it be of the Lords mercies 
that we are not consumed. It certainly be- 
speaks our positive Thankfulness, when our 
Enemies are in any measure disappointed 
or destroyed: and fearing the Lord should 
take notice under so many intimations of 
his returning mercy, we should be found an 
insensible people, as not standing before 
him with Thanksgiving as well as lading 
him with our complaints in the time of our 
pressing afflictions: 

The Council have thought meet to appoint 
and set apart the 29th day of this Instant 
June as a day of solemn Thanksgiving and 
praise to God for such his goodness and 
Favour, many Particulars of which mercy 
might be Instanced, but we doubt not those 
who are sensible of God’s afflictions, have 
been as diligent to espy him returning to 
us; and that the Lord may behold us as a 
People offering praise and thereby glorify- 
ing him; The Council doth commend it to 
the Respective Ministers, Elders, and peo- 
ple of this Jurisdiction; solemnly and ser- 
iously to keep the same. Beseeching that 
being persuaded by the mercies of God we 
may all, even this whole people offer up 
our Bodies and Souls as a living and Ac- 
ceptable Service unto God by Jesus Christ. 
—By the Council, Edward Rawson, Secr. 

Thanksgiving is a holiday of all people. 
It always seems to me, however, that the 
life and labors of farm people are a little 
more closely connected with the Thanksgiv- 
ing season than any other. Thanksgiving 
bespeaks the beauty and significance of the 
seed-time and the gathered harvest. The 
peace loving farm people are the ones who 
are responsible for these harvests. They 
have worked all the year and realize more 
fully the connection of these harvests with 
God.

The Thanksgiving Menu. 

The Thanksgiving dinner is more than a 
meal. It is usually a home-coming and 
home hearts are thankful for the comforts 
and safety of home. Since the time Gover- 
nor Bradford sent out the four men to se- 
cure game for the celebration of a Thanks- 
giving festival the menu and preparation 
of food has taken a prominent part in the 
days program. 

The rosiest apples, the plumpest turkey, 
the choicest vegetables have been carefully 
saved for the Thanksgiving dinner. The 


early New England dinner for that day con- 


sisted of oysters, turkey, chicken pie, roast 
venison—with pies, puddings and vegetables 
in proportion. In spite of the complex state 
of living today, modern people, at least, 
have more simple tastes in food and one 
variety of meat is sufficient for the Thanks- 
giving feast.

Mushroom Stuffing. 


Take a can of button mushrooms, saute 
in a quarter cup of butter over a hot fire 
until they begin to brown. Mix one quart 
of stale bread with one-half cup melted 
butter, one-half teaspoon salt, and one-half 
teaspoon pepper. Moisten with hot stock, 
add mushrooms. A small onion may 
added to the browning mushrooms if desir-

Mince Meat. 

This is the recipe that found favor with 
the Father of his country in Colonial days. 
A true Thanksgiving mince pie should be 
an inch thick with a thin, flaky crust. Col- 
onial mince meat is as yet unsurpassed: 

“Two pounds of beef, two pounds of cur- 
rants, two pounds of raisins, one pound of 
citron, two pounds of beef suet, one pound 
and one-half of candied lemon peel, four 
pounds of apples, two pounds of sultana 
raisins, two pounds of sugar, two nutmegs, 
grated, one-fourth ounce of cloves, one-half 
ounce of cinnamon, one-fourth ounce of 
mace, one teaspoonful of salt, two lemons 
(the juice and rind) two oranges (the juice 
and rind). Simmer the meat gently until 
tender and when perfectly cold, chop fine. 
Stone the raisins, shred the citron, pare, 
core and chop the apples, chop the suet 
fine. Mix the ingredients and add the juices 
and rinds of the oranges and lemons. Pack 
in a stone jar, cover and keep in a cool 
place.” 

This recipe does not say anything about 
the moisture of the mixture. Cider is ideal 
and this recipe requires three cupfuls, how- 
ever this has always been left to the discre- 
tion of the maker. Grape juice or vinegar 
may be used. Before the days of prohihi- 
tion our Irish grandmothers were very apt 
to add something a little stronger.

When we compare the methods of poultry 
management practiced fifteen or twenty 
years ago with our present methods of man- 
agement, especially on the farms, we find 
that very radical changes have taken place. 
Years ago the question of winter egg pro- 
duction was not considered seriously be- 
cause in the minds of many producers this 
was not considered possible. The following 
statement, made by a producer to the writer 
a number of years ago, reflects the attitude 
existing at that time. “I do not expect my 
hens to lay during the winter months. They 
will lay more eggs in the spring and sum- 
mer if not induced to lay in the winter.” 
Experience has proven the fallacy of such a

Overcrowding. 
Every poultry house, no matter how large 
or small, has a maximum and minimum ca- 


pacity for birds. If the rule is violated one 
way or the other the maximum results can- 
not be obtained. ; 

For the smaller breeds, like the Leghorns, 
allow three feet of space per bird. For the 
larger breeds, like the Rocks, Wyandottes, 
Reds, etc., allow from three and one-half to 
four feet (square feet) of space per bird. 

It is generally advisable to keep the birds 
shut in the house after they have been plac- 
ed in winter quarters. This is especially de- 
sirable in our northern producing states. If 
the birds are permitted access to range af- 
ter they have been confined they often dis- 
play a nervous condition when they are 
compelled to remain in the houses during 
inclement weather. Then, too, permitting 
them access to range may result in colds 
and roup and a great many muddy or dirty 


eggs. 
ai in handling the pullets or mature hens 
at the time they are placed in the house a 
number of them appear emaciated or dis- 
play a certain degree of paleness it might 
be well to examine them closely for intes- 
tinal parasites, such as round worms or tape 
worms. In fact, if there is the slightest evi- 
dence of this condition arrangements should 
be made to worm the entire flock, making 
sure that a good product is used for this 
purpose. 

Occasionally, during the time the birds 
are confined, it is a good plan to give the 
birds about one to two tablespoonfuls of Ep- 
son Salts to a gallon of water because nine- 
tenths of the diseases of poultry have their 
inception through the intestinal tract of the 
bird and by keeping the intestines regulated 
serious trouble can often be avoided. 

_ It is easier to keep a bird healthy than it 
is to doctor sick or diseased stock. Then, 
too, healthy chickens encourage producers 
and sick chickens will discourage producers. 


Catching Crate. 

Pullets or hens should be handled as little 
as possible as this tends to slacken produc- 
tion. In order to eliminate a large amount 
of chasing, ete., it is advisable to use a 
catching crate whenever the hens are 
handled.

. , , er. When hens are us- 
ed for breeding it is not advisable to force 
them for winter eggs by using lights or ra- 
tions that are inclined to work a hardship 
upon the reproductive organs. A hen 
should be permitted to recuperate fully 
from a season of heavy egg production and 
molt. Since the good hens generally molt 
late this occurs during the Fall or Winter 
months. They should be given good care 
and a normal laying ration. Allow them to 
come into laying in early Spring. The poor 
hens should be eliminated in Summer and 
early Fall. 

Many people prefer hens to pullets for 
breeding. Ideas concerning this are con- 
stantly changing and more and more peo- 
ple are using pullets for breeders. Hens 
are preferable in so far as they have proven 
themselves by going through a season’s lay- 
ing. They are also preferable in that they 
usually lay a larger egg than some pullets 
and are mature, which is not always the 
case with pullets. 


Many experiments prove that when pul- 
lets are laying a good sized normal egg and 
were hatched sufficiently early so they are 
properly matured, good fertility and hatch- 
ing results can be expected. When late 
hatched, under-developed pullets laying a 


small undersized egg are used, good fertil- 
ity or good hatches of large healthy chicks 
cannot be expected. When these conditions 
exist hens should be used as breeders. 

Early hatched, well-matured, good sized 
cockerels may be used with assurance of 
good results. The advantage of a cock bird 
is that one knows what the quality of his 
offspring is apt to be and what may be ex- 
pected. A proven cock bird that gets ex- 
ceptional offspring should be used as long 
as he gives satisfactory results. 


Feeding During Winter Months. 

Decide upon the rations to be used dur- 
ing the Winter months and do not vary the 
ingredients too much. A satisfactory ra- 
tion for winter egg production is made up 
as follows: 

100 lbs. Ground Corn. 

200 lbs. Ground Oats. 

75 lbs. Ground Wheat or Bran. 

45 lbs. Tankage or Meat Meal. 

35 lbs. Minerals. 

This should be fed with some form of 
milk. There are a large number of satis- 
factory commercial rations on the market. 

Regularity in feeding has certain decided 
advantages and should be practiced as con- 
sistently as possible. As soon as the weath- 
er in the early Spring permits, get the flock 
= range. Give them plently of green 
ood. 

During the Winter months the average 
farm flock can be made to show favorable 
returns if the details as mentioned are giv- 
en careful consideration.

Tick Eradication Progresses. 

An order issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, effective Decem- 
ber 1, 1927, releases additional territory in 
Southern states from Texas-fever quaran- 
tine. The release is effective in one coun- 
ty in Alabama, seven counties in Arkan- 
sas, besides parts of two more counties; 
five counties in Florida; two counties in 
South Carolina; nine counties in Texas; one 
in Virginia; while one county in Louisiana 
is re-quarantined. Existing quarantines in 
Mississippi, Oklahoma and Porto Rico are 
continued. South Carolina and Virginia are 
now completely released. Thus the Atlan- 
tic coast country is practically clear as far 
south as Florida.
